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REMARKS 



This application is a continuation of U.S. Serial Number 08/761,769, filed December 6, 1996, 
which matured into U.S. Patent Number 6,610,529, which is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Serial Number 
08/473,789, filed June 7, 1995. The present application was filed to receive consideration in the USPTO 
of additional embodiments disclosed and/or restricted in the parent application. 

Rather than substantially amend the existing claim set, Applicant has cancelled Claims 1-60 
herein and submits new Claims 61-107. The claims have been amended to more particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the additional inventive embodiments of the present invention, and to incorporate 
claim language/terminology that was found allowable in the prosecution of the parent application, now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,610,529.
